~ REVENUE CHANGES. 


COMMISSIONER EVANSGATH ERING 
HIS FRIENDS AROUND HIM. 


The Progress of the Buliding Fraud’s Investigetion— 
Double Payment for the Same Work—Brady 
Appears ta Court to Give Bond for Hie 
appearance—S8ale of Barracks—Eic 


Wasnrxoton, June 19.—The Hill investiga- 
ting committee resumed its session to-day, 
and the counsel for Hill cross-examined Stine- 
metz, with the avowed purpose of testing his 
knowledge asan expert The examination 
was largely technical and upon matters of 
detail. A good deal of bad humor was mani- 
fested on both sides. Stinemetz said he had 
been connected with the office of supervising 
architect from 1863 to 1877, and his leaving 
the office was due to Hill. Witness, how- 
ever, entertained no hard feelings against 
Hill. He bad filed some papers with 
the secretary which possibly at some time 


would be taken up. 
any threats of getting even weet Hill's office. 
Counsel for Murch endeavored to examine 
Stipemetz upon the contracts for the con- 
eiruction of the buildings in Boston, St. 
Lovis and Cincinnati, but upon objection by 
Hili’s counsel the committee confined the 
examination to one building at a time, and 
not to take others until Pniladelphia is dis- 
posed of. In the course of the discourse, 
Coleman, counsel for Murch, said the prose- 
cution proposed to show not one fraud, but 
scores, and a systematic plundering of the 
government in the erection of public build- 
ings. He said thatin the case of tae St. Louis 
contracts, it can be shown that the contrac- 
tors were already getting greater prices for 
the rough stone than its market value, and 
still in making modified contracts the 
same excessive allowances were made for 


dressing stone. The prosecution expected to. 


rove that $50,000 were raised and used in 
Washington to fix the contracts in the inter- 
est of the contractors. It would be useless 
to prove this fact, unless the prosecution be 
first permitted to show that the government 
suffered by the execution of these contracts, 
Kenneth Raynor, solicitor of the treasury, 
was next called by the prosecution. He tes- 
tified in effect that there is no statute which 
authorizes the supervising architect of the 
treasury to make contracts forand in behalf 
of the government, and that no money can 
be expended upon the public buildings until 
the plans and estimates have been approved 


by the secretary of the treasury. 
Power to make contracts could 
not be delegated to the supervising 


architect. Coleman then preferred specific 
charges against Hill of making extravagant 
coutracis with Dan French for furnishing the 
statuary forthe Philadelphia building, and 
asked the committee to order Hill to produce 
ail the paper bearing upon the matter. The 
committee so ordered and adjourned till to- 
morrow. 
REVENUE CHANGES. 

It is reported that the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, Mr. Evans, has dismissed 
four special revenue ag nts and filled their 
places with others, and that other dismissals 
and appointments are contemplated. The 
dismissed officers are C. W. Eldridge, of Bos- 
ton; Gustave Clemens, of Illinois; C. P. Dan- 
iels, of Cincinnati and M. H. Creager, of 
Mic..ig n. Of the new appointment, two are 
from Kentucky, one from Indiana, and one 
from Kansas. The latter recently resided in 
Kentugky. Rumors pointto General F, D. 
Sewall. of Maine, chief of the division of 
special agents, as one of those to go soon. 

BRADY IN COURT. 

trady appeared in court to-day for the pur- 
pose of furnishing bail on two new indict- 
ments found against him last week. Judge 
Wyiie said that the verdictin the trial just 
ended would probably be a sufficient reason 
for vacating the bond given by Brady in that 
case. Lhe original indictment remained, but 
as he understood that it was nearly identical 
with that recently deposed on, he thought 
that it should be absrf@foned. Mr. Ker said 
that the government did not propose trying 
that indictment, and if the court thought 
that it should be dismissed he would not ob- 
ject. As Mr. Merrick was not present, how- 
ever, be asked that any action in that matter 
be postponed until Saturday. The subject 
was then dropped, and after some discussion 
the court fixed the bail in the two additional 
indictments at $10,000 in each case. Brady 
will give the bond on Saturday 

GENERAL EWING DANGEROUSLY ILD. 

General Coarles Ewing is lying dangerous- 
ly ill with pneumonia at his nome in this 
city, and his death is hourly expected. Gen- 
eral Ewing isa brother vf General Thomas 
Ewing, of Obio, and a relative by marriage .o 
General Sherman. He was born in Ohbio,and 
studied law, but on che breaking out of the 
warentered the regular army as captain of 
the thirteenth infantry, having previously 
received military instruction from General 
Sherman, with whom he lived in St. Louis 
He served through the war on Sberman’s 
staff, was breveted lieutenant colonel in 1864 
for services in the Atlanta campaign, and 
avain in 1865 was breveted colonel for gallant 
and meritorious services during the war. He 
resigned in 1867 and since then has practiced 
law in this city. 

SaLE OF OGLETHORPE BARRACKS.

A Sad Stery Biight« the Life of the Sprighily 
Actress. 

New York, June 19 —It has been a fact to 
most of the friends of little Miss Lotta during 
the past two orthree years that her spirits 
have been steadily declining. She has played 
with herusual vivacity upon the stage, but 
she has been sorrowful, almost morose, off it 
for a long time. 

A prominent manager said yesterday: 
“About ten years ago Lotta fell head over 
earsin love witha young Pbhiladeiphian of 
excellent family. He loved. her with equal 
passion. His parents, however,disdained the 
little actress on account of her profession and 
partly on account of the’disreputabe old man, 
Crabtree, who called himself her father; but 
they were devoted to each other. 

The wedding day was appointed. She re 
posed in him the fullest confidence. Butone 
night he disappeared with $13,000 of her 
money. Search was made, and it was found 
that he had lost it in a gambling den. It was 
a cruel blow to poor Lotta. His parents re- 
imbursed the little girl, but it wasn’t the 
money she wanted. Nobody could give her 
back her faith in mankind. 

Bye and bye the Philadelphian died sud- 
denly. I’ve heard he called for a farewell 
kiss of Lotta on his death bed, but she never 
knew it. Whenever she goes to Philadelphia 
she spends one day visiting his grave, heavily 
veiled, covering the grave with flowers, and 
sobbing to herself until the sky darkens, and 
she goes back to the theater.

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THE L&VEE COMMISSION. 


Au Interstate Convention Called to Meet in Vicksburg 
fer the Settiementof the Question. 


New Or.eEans, June 19.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat from Baton Rouge says the 
levee convention met to day and took arecess 
until 4 o'clock this afternoon, when the com- 
mittee on resolutions presented a lengthy re- 
port devoted mostly to local levee matters. 
Among the resolutions is one requesting the 


governor to invite. the governors of 
the states of Mississippi, rkansas, 
Missouri, Illinois and Tennessee 


to appoint delegates to an inter-state levee 
convention, to be held at Vicksburg on the 
first Monday in October next, to devise 
means and plans to be presented to congress 
to bring about a harmonious action between 
the several states in securing aid from the 
national government for the improvement 
ofthe Mississippi valley, and for protection 
from disastrous overflows and the hazardous 
navigation of the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries. Resolutions were reported ap- 
proving the plans and recommendations of 
the Mississippi river commission and con- 
demaing the project of diverting the waters 
of the Red river from the Mississippi river. 
The statement is made that there is 
now in the state treasury $160 000 received 
from the sale of swamp lands, which, under 
the law, is applicable to the construction of 
levees. The committee advises that this 
money be so applied. 


WRITING A BOOK. 


Ex-Senator Conkling Kuannivg a Race with the Gen- 
tieman from Maise. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—I1t is reported here 
that ex-Senator Conkling 1s writing a book 
upon the political history of the last quarter 
ot acentury. Its real object, it is said, will 
be to present certain features of the politics 
of the country which Mr. Blaine might per- 
baps not present in a light satisfactory to 


probable revelations of Blaine s book and its 
effects, and it is supposed that this plan has 
been hit upon to counteract the Piumed 
K night's efforts. 

Conkling’s rare ability in preserving the 
details of political gvents, his thorough famil- 
iarity with the inside workings of parties and 
with events inand about Washington, coup- 
led with his reputation, it is believed, will 
make the work equally s uccessful asa_busi- 
ness enterprise and as a political measure. 

It is understood that his plan is to push the 
work forward and, if possible, bring it out be- 
fore Blaine’s book appears. 


A@AMPLE ALDERMAN, 


How a Cincinnatl Official Resents Indignity by Shoot 
ing the Man Down. 

CINCINNATI, June 19.—Alderman John J. 
Kelly this evening shot and fatally wounded 
James Tool, at the fire engine house on Sixtn 
street, near Vine. The by-standers say that 
Too! came up laughing, and exchanged bats 
with Kelly, who immediately acted as if in- 
sulted, and warned Tool not to fool with him. 
Tool assured him that be had only acted in 
fun, but Kelly drew a revolver and deliber- 
ately fired. A ball from a forty four calibre 
ball dog pistol crashed through Tool’s left 
arm, and went inte his side near the heart. 
Kelly tried to fire a second time, but was pre- 
vented by detective Neal, who received the 
hammer on his hand as it fell for the second 
shot. Tool is still living, but is unconscious, 
Kelly was immediately arrested. He bas been 
in a number of minor brawls. In 1876 he was 
convicted and punished for procuring an il- 
legal voter. He has been an alderman for a 
number of years.

PRELIMINARY TRIAL OF THE CLER- 
ICAL SLAYER. 


The Action of the District Attorney Letter from the 
Father of the Girl, Allegsd to Have Bven 
Ruined, Devyirg the Truth of the Slande-: 
—Miss Butlor Makes a Statement. 


New Orveans, June 19.—The Picayune’s 
special from Mansfield, La., says the pre- 
liminary examination of Rev. Ben T. Jen- 
kins for killing Rev. Lane Borden, was begun 
to-day, but was notconcluded. Immediately 
after theshooting of Borden by Jenkins, dis- 
trict attorney Hall wrote to John 8S. Butler, 
fathér of the young lady whose nanie is in- 
volved in the matter, giving 


him the particulars of the 


his daughter. Butler replied under date of” 
June 18th, saving: ‘‘There is not one word 0 
truth in the charge you refer to. I regret very 


much that Mr. Jenkins took up such an idea. 
My daughter says that she said nothing to 
Jenkins from which he possibly could infer 
anything of the kind ”’ 

MISS BUTLER’S STATEMENT. 

A special to the Picayune from Alexandria, 
La., gives the statement of Miss Butler, in 
which she denies having made a confession to 
young Jenkins that Borden had ill-treated 
her; but she adds, that when Jenkins asked 
her if Borden had treated her badly, she re- 
plied in the affirmative and left him to im- 
agine the details. She also describes an at 
tempt on the part of Borden to indulge in 
familiarity with ber on one occasion recently, 
which she at once resented, and it was never 
repeated, but this she did not tell to Jenkins. 


LIZZi8 NUTT’S SORROW, 


She Avers that Dukes Foliowea Her With the Inten- 
tion of Killing Her. 

Ustontown, Pa, June19.—Since her far- 
ther’s death Lizzie Nutt, yho is an amiable 
and a beautiful girl, has at times given away 
to a moroseness that seemingly justified the 
opinions of superficial correspondents that 
she was sullen and not attractive. The facts 
are far different. With the sensitiveness of 
a modest woman, she shrank under the yil- 
lainous slanders of Dukes, but with the re- 
sponsibility of the oldest child of the family 
resting upon her, she had risen to her duty 
when her brother James precipitated this 
last frouble upon the family. , 

‘‘Will Miss Lizzie Nutt see a reporter?’ was 
a query which was answered affirmatively 
this afternoon as a reporter was ushered into 
the parlor of the Nutt mansion in the out- 
skirts of Uniontown. A moment later Miss 
Lizzie Nutt entered the room. She was plain- 
ly dressed in black merino trimmed with 
black satin ribbons. She seated herself with 
a weary air, as though the recent troubles had 
completely overwhelmed her. Miss Nutt is 
of medium stature, somewhat slender, but 
still well proportioned. She has large, intel- 
ligent, expressive blue eyes, of fair complex- 
ion, and hair of avery light brown merging 
into golden color. Her expression is quite 
fascinating. 

‘*You have the sympathy of all good men 
and women,”’ ventured the reporter. 

“‘T am glad to know that, but our troubles 
are in my mind continually, and itis a won- 
der tome that have not gone mad. It 
makes me feel better when [ hear that peo- 
ple have faithin me. Itis a terrible thing 
to cast slander and infamy upon the charac- 
ter ofagirl. My heart is broken. I have 
found out what suffering is, and day and 
night and nightand day my misery is ever 
before my eyes. Some of my friends told me 
this morning that that man had followed me 
several times since he killed my dear father. 
I believe that he intended to take my life. I 
do not see how he will be able to rest 
in his grave after casting such infamy 
upon me. It is killing me to have to lay 
awake at night with ali those fearful things 
preying upon my mind. I try to occupy my 
mind by reading, but it is no use as] cannot 
keep away thesethoughts. If my father were 
only alive I could stand it, because he be- 
lieved in me. God knows how I have man- 
aged to live through this awful time of trial. 
I am trying to be patient, but it isso very 
hard. On the night of the shooting I did not 
feel very well, and wanted to goto bed early 
in the evening. I do not know why but I 
felt that something was going to happen. I 
had not been in bed long when word was 
bruught over to the house that Jim had shot 
him, and I could not sleep any more.”’ 

During this recital Miss Nutt was frequently 
overcome by her feelings. It has leaked out 
that Captain Nutt wrote a letter to his daugh- 
ter Lizzie on December 15, the dav oh which 
he answered Dukes. The letter is said to be 
very touching and full of belief in her inno- 
cence. It can be authoritatively stated that 
two days before that letter was written Cap- 
tain Nutt left home, knowing that his daugh- 
ter was pure beyond reproach, This letter 
will possibly be given to the public in a short 
time and will prove conclusively the opinion 
Captain Nutt held of his daughter when he 
went to seek that fatal interview in the Jen- 
ning’s house. 

The statement that is being prepared rela- 

tive to the Dukes letters is the work of half a 
dozen of the leading experts in this branch 
of work in the country. Muclrof the data 
that accompanies it is to disprove the asser- 
tions of Dukes. The motive for Dukes’s per- 
fidy is just becoming apparent. He learned 
that Captain Nutt had mortgaged his property 
heavily and spoke to Miss Nutt about it, 
saying how foolish it was for a man whose 
health was such as to make a sudden 
death a probability to run such risks with his 
property, and more particularly with a large 
family dependeat upon him. Dukes was pe- 
nurious in the extreme and feared that he 
might be placed in a position to shoulder 
mart of the responsibility in case of Captain 
Nutt’s death. To avoid this he determined 
to break the engagement. He was piqued | 
with Miss Nutt, and this, with a desire to 
close Captain Nutt’s mouth,led to the writing 
of letters which he never dreamed Captain 
Nutt would show or act upon. 


CAPTURE OF TtAMATAVE. 


The French Bombard and Capture the Seaport Town 
ef Madagascar. 

Paris, June 19.—Admiral Pierre, in a dis- 
yatch from Tamatave, Madagascar, dated 
une 13, announces that he presented an 
ultimatum to the Hova government, which 
rejected it. He then captured Tamatave, 
and destroyed Toule Point, Mohambo and 
Ten Ereve. The French, he says, have firmly 
established themselves in these positions 
without suffering any loss of men, The 
principal operations are finished and a state 
of siege has been proclaimed. , 

The Malagassy envoy had an interview 


with Prime Minister Ferry yesterday, 
before the news of the cappire of 
Tamatave had been received. It ig thought

Lonpon, Juae 19.~With refereice to Ad- 
miral Pierre’s dispatch announcing the capture 
of Tamatave, the Malagassy envoys state that 
the demands of the French were pref osterous.

The queen of Madagascar gave the strongest 
orders uot to return the French fire. She 
recalled the most of ber troops to the capital, 
and only 200 remained at Tamatave to main- 
tain order. Tamatave is defended by mere-

BURYING THE DEAD. 


Affecting Scenes at the ae of the Suuderland Vie 
time. 


S@NDERLAND, June 19.—The number of 
deaths resulting from the catastrophe at the 
children’s entertainment in Victoria hall on 
Saturday now reach 202 The funerals of a 
great many of the victims of Sa‘urday’s dis- 
aster took place to-day.

| SHRUNKEN LARD. 


THE CRASH OF SATURDAY THE 
THEME OF CONVERSATION. 


The Losses Now Figured at About Threeand Three 
Quarter Miiiions—A Pian Devised by MeGeoeh 
for the Paying of His Creditors in Fall— 

No Sympathy for the “Lard King.’’ 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

The great failure of McGeoch, Everingham 
& Co. of Sapurday was the all-absorbing 
theme of conversation yesterday. The come 
mercial world entirely ignored the fact of a 
Sunday. The loss of the great firm swells to 
startling figures. It transpires that, accor- 
ding to the most reliable reports, Mr McGeoch 
sunk $1,050,000 in the deal, and Daniel Wells, 
Jr., $750,000, a total of $1,800,000 up to the 
morning of the failure. The collapse involves 
aloss of $1,600,000 in addition, equally di- 
vided between them.

Armour, Alexander Mitchell, John Piankin- 
ton and Daniel Wells, Jr., had agreed to buy 
up the lard during the panic anda divide the 
profits with McGeoch. Further, that Mc- 
Geoch was to pay twenty-five cents on the 
dollar, and so add to the general gain. It is 
said by men who ought to know that such an 
agreement or action was an utter impossibili- 
ty in view of the facts. 

Mr. Armour is utilizing 8,000 hogs per day. 
The panic in lard was sure to—and did—jeop- 
ardize all hog prodacts. To willingly precip-

Mr. Armour was the subject of another form 
of rumors yesterday. Stories spread among 
bankers and others that his securities held on 
Mr. McGeochb’s account had proved worthless. 
As they involved over $1,000,000, telegrams 
were thrust upon him from all directions, 
and a dozen bankers invaded his house dur- 
ing the day. The demands from New York 
were very solicitous. To all these Mr. Armour 
smiled, and gave his word that he was thor- 
oughly secured on all points and could not 
lose a cent. To his brother in New York it is 
said he replied sharply, and inquired sarcas- 
tically if he “had ever done anything by 
halves.’’ Telegrams were sent to the various 
branches of the house at Milwaukee, Kansas 
City, etc., chat everything was serene. It 
seems that the most of his securities were in 
cash lard at 20 per cent above its value. 

Mr. Armour, it is said, was not in the deal 
with McGeuch at all. He was approached 
many times by the latter, but responded each 
time that it was not his fish to fry, and de- 
clined any connection with it. 

A morning paper stated that Mr. Wells was 
not a partner in the deal, and was not liable 
for any of the debts of McGeoch, Evering- 
ham & Co. This is denied, and, as was re- 
ported in the Tribune yesterday, is believed 
to be responsible for one-half its debts, He 
is abundantly able to shoulder his balf, as he 
is worth from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 in solid 
cash and good properties. 

Alexander Mitchell, of Milwaukee, who, it 
is said, had loaned McGeoch $600,000, was 
secured in the street railway of that city. The 
report that this railway was held in the name 
of Mrs. McGeoch is denied, and Mr. Mitcheli’s 
security in that case is ample, since the road 
is said to be worth over $600,000.

The leading and vital question of the day is, 
what will Mr. Geoch pay on the dollar? It is 
considered certain that Daniel Wells, Jr., will 
meet his half of the indebtedness dollar for 
dollar. The remaining members of the firm 
are not taken into consideration. Mr. Mc- 
Geoch ‘has always paid dollarifor dollar. It,is 
said that Friday night great beads of perspira- 
tion fell from his brow as he contemplated 
the morrow, and he remarked that if he 
should fail to meet every cent of his obliga- 
tions at this time he would end his life. A 
plan is already formulated for meeting his 
obligations. After all settlements are 
made with those who have securities, 
25 cents on the dollar will be paid down, 
25 cents on thiee months notes, and 50 cents 
on longer time will be offered in settlement. 
[It will be noted in the tabular statement 
above that he owes $800,000, for which he has 
notacentto put up. Of this, by the plan 
mentioned, he will have to pay $200,000 down, 
3200 000 in three months in notes, and $400,-

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Tne Progress of J. B. Y, Wartier,@n a Bermudes Grass 
Plentation—The Practica! Work Outiined—An 
Experiment With Live Stock—Sheep Hus 
bandry — Diversified Industries, 


From the Greensboro Home Journal, 

Thirteen years ago Mr. J. B. ¥. Warner, of 
Rochester, New York—then a young man 
just into the twenties—came to Georgia and 
Greene county, purchased a large track of 
land—some twenty three hundred and odd 
acres—in the near vicinity of Greeesbore and 
settied down as a southern planter. From an 
association with practical men of the north 
his ideas were systematic, practical, and full 
of business. The tract of land purchased by 
Mr. Warner was what was termed a ‘“‘bermu- 
da grass plantation,”’ and our farmers know 
full well what, years ago, that meant. Many 
predictions were made that the northern 
youth would never make a success of farming 
on the grass-sodded land, but Mr. Warner 
went to work in his own practical way, culti- 
vating bis land according to his own ideas of 
farming, and the years have come aad gone 
oniv to show his plans were of practical mer- 


a few days ago we made a trip to Mr. War- 
ner’s plantation, lying two miles from the 
centre of the city. A gentle rain had fallen 
the day previous; the drooping foliage had 
revived under it, and on the day we drove 
out, evervthing looked fresh, and green, and 
heautiful. The sun shone brightly, and as 
we jeft the city farther to our rear and the 
woodiand of the country became denser, the 
soft invigorating breezes fanned our faces, 
while the sweet chirp of the birds in their 
country bomes, made us more than glad. 
AT MR. WARNER'S HOME, 

Scarcely two miles from Greenesboro, we 
left the highway, and passing through abroad 
gate, drove rapidly alonga smooth, well made 
road. A forest of pines environed us, right 
and left, while ahead of us where the road 
made a bend tothe right, we could discern 
the short grain stubble. We could but nocice 
this rcad; its smooth surface, covered with 
a laver of white sand, that shone brightly in 
the sunlight, contrastigg with those we have 
noticed leading to farmers homes. In _ this 
little particular Mr. Warner’s systematic 
management was plainly shown. It was not 
many minutes before we reached the old Early 
place, now the property of Mr. Warner. It is 
alarze and handsome housed,standing upon a 
gentle hill. Massive oaks and spreading mul- 
berries surround it, while a lovely bed of 
fiowers sbows that the beautifulas well as use- 
ful nas not been neglected. 

We found Mr. Warner superintending the 
threshing of some bariey in a barn near the 
house. He welcomed us warmly, and dis 
mounting we followed him to the front of the 
bouse and were soon comfurtably seated un- 
der the shade of a magnificent oak. 

PRACTICAL WORK. 

Faintly discernibie to our left was the city 
of Greenesboro, with its church spires and 
house-tops brightly gleaming under the rays 
of the afternoon’s sun. As wesat there, in 
the cool shade of the oak, the hum of the 
thrésher and the puif of the engine that mov- 
edit, came to us, while on the hill to the left 
we saw the hands plowing the ground of 
newly-cut grain, and a little further on was a 
reaper rapidly cutting the ripened wheat. 
Our conversation turned to farming opera- 
tions. 

“That is barley you are threshing, Mr. War- 
ner,’ we asked, *“‘How much of that have 
you, and what was the acreage?’ 

‘I suppose there is four hundred bushels 
there and it was cut from that tield yonder— 
about fifteen acres.” 

“We have understood, Mr. Warner, that 
this plantation was in a bad condition when 
you first purchased it.’’ 

“Ob, yes,”’ came the laughingreply. “Some 
smiled ai me for buying twenty-three hun- 
dred and sixty acres of bermuda grass land. 
They were kind enough to say, too, that I 
could never make anything onit. I thought 
ditferent. There was no doubt about the land 
being ina hard way. Thefield where thgse 
men are plowing,’ pointing tothe hillside we 
before referred to, ‘‘when I purchased’ the 
place, was nothing but gullies and ridges. It 
was so rough that to walk across it—especially 
at night—was dangerous. You see itis level 
enough now.” 

‘‘How did you manage to work the change, 
Mr. Warner?’’ we inquired, 

“T began to plow under the bermuda grass. 
W berever that woutd spring up, washing was 
stopped. ihe sium ps and roots gradually rot- 
ted away. I plowed the gallies crosswise and 
they in time disappeared.”’ 

“Wus most of your landinso bada condi- 
tion ?”’ 

“No, not all of it. Stili [must say the ma- 
jority of 1t was nearly used up, It was worn 
out. I resolved to bring it up, and I have 
done so.’ 

“You were speaking of bermuda grass. 
That is a fine thing for land, is it?’ 

“Certainty. I may say the land was re- 
deemed by it, [ began plowing it under, 
plowing it deep: breaking the land thorough- 
ly. You may judge from the result what it 
is. Every blade of ‘bermuda grass, every 
spear of grain has a tendency to enrich the 
land. When I began to break up these ber- 
muda fields, of course there were those who 
knew more of it than I. I say it kindly 
towards them for their experience had been 
forthem to avoid bermuda grass. Well, they 
would sav ‘Tut-tut! very foolish to waste time 
on that land.’ And lateron they wordered 
where ‘Warner made such grain crops.’ It 
was on the bermuda lands.”’ 

SOMETHING MORE THAN GRASS. 

‘You found, then, that this bermuda,grass 
was of some value to youin your farfning 
operations?” 

“Yes. I had one field covered with small 
pine stumps, plauted in oats, which the first 
year hardly paid for the cultivation. The 
second year the crop was better, and the third 
year, the stumps had disappeared, the land 
was smooth and I made a fair crop. It has 
been increasing in productiveness each year. 
These gullies mati F never have healed but for 
the bermuda grass. Another’ secret was a 
prope’ cultivation. ‘That will increase the 
fertility of any land.’’ a 

‘What else tended to improve the fertility 
of the land?’ 

‘Peas and stubble of grain which was plow- 
ed under and rotted. It would pay to plant 
peas simply asa manure, Gather the first 
crop early, if only enough for geed, then plow 
under the vines and you are adding to the 
substance of yvou' jand. Iam plowing up 
that field you see yonder for peas.’’ 


‘Bermuda grass makesa fine hay and a- 


good forage?’ 

“Yes. My stock graze on it entirely during 
the summer and keep fat. I cut something 
like forty tons last year or about eighty 
thousand pounds. I do not believe in seiling 
hay. North a man is considered a poor 
farmer who sells hay. He should have stock 
enough to consume it.” — 

RAISING MULES, 

“This section is admirably adapted to the 
raising of stock, do you not think so?’ 

“Oh, yes. I believe so, and am doing some- 
thing in that line myself. J have only recent- 
ly purchased me nine good serviceable mares 
for breeding purposes,”’ 

“Do you intend:to raise horse or mulecolts, 
Mr. Warner?’ 

“Mules. They are more saleable, more ro- 
bust and mature earlier. There are few horse 
colts that atitwoanda half years will com 
mand much over fifty dollars while a mule of 
the same age a man would not insult you by 
offering less than $100. Mules toa are neces- 
sary & farm work and command a ready sale 
athome. If you raise biooded ho.ses you 
may now and then find a purchaser, in 
Augusta or Atlanta, but seldom san sell one 
athome. A mule. on the other hand, is as 
saleable as wheat.”’ 

“The cost of raising stock is comparatively

“Comparatively little. But they require at- 
tention and plenty of food. One drawback to 
many farmers in raising stock. They do not 
pay sufficient attention to them.. I have liv- 
ed here thirteen years and bave never had a 
real sick horse in my barn. I feed them well 
house them comfortably and with good sound 
stock to begin on, there is little danger of dis- 
eases. Hollow horn in cows, grubs in horses, 
is due to inattention and lack of food.” 

COTTON CULTURE 

By some means the conversation here 
changed to cotton culture and we asked Mr. 
Warner if he planted any. 

“Some, but the cotton on my plantation is 
mainly raised by croppers. I am not like 
many who believe that cotton is a curse, for 
am I like others who plant it to the exclusion 
of everything else. Ifa man, tor instance, is 
running a six horse farm, his object should 
be to keep those six Shorses and their six 
grooms in constant employment. Plowing for 
grain planting should beginin August and 
continue until Christmas. The six horses can 
be employed for grain planting, and extra 
bands should be hired for picking out the 
cotton. These horses should not lie idle and 
the farmers be put to the expense of feeding 
them without return. The new year comes 
and the same six horses and the same six men 
may go on breaking the land for cotton cul- 
ture. Many farmers stop their harses and 
and hands in September to pick cotton and 
leave the grain planting until nearly Christ- 
mas. The new year finds them with no grain 
scarcely in the ground, and they must aban- 
don everything else to go to plowing for cot- 
ton and fixing fences. When I hire a plow- 
boy he knows that he must attend to the 
horse I give him, and every day that he can 
be out be and the horse must be employed at 
something. If not plowing he hauls manure, 
fencing and the like. They must be employ- 
ed atsomething. [am always up with my 
farm. Cotton plowing time should never find 
a farmer with fences to build and wood to 
haul. He should do that before, and by that 
means utilize his labor.” : 

a work your croppers on this princi- 
ple?’ 

“TI tell them to follow this plan, although I 
do not devote’a great deal of attention. Some 
of the croppers have no stock and [do their 
plowing for them. In these cases | adopt my 
mode of cultivation. My renters last year 
raised somewhere in the neighborhood of one 
hundred and fifty bales of cotton.” 

SHEEP HUSBANDRY. 

A flock of sheep came bleating over the hill 
beyond where we were sitting and the inter- 
royatory came from us: 

“Your tlock of sheep, Mr. Warner? 
many head have you 1n all?’ 

“Two hundred and twenty-five head. I 
commenced the common: native ewes and 
have been improving them ever since. I 
bought improved bucks and the cross has been 
satisfactory. Sheep require close attention, 
byt they more than amply repay the care and 
expense. The reason why some of our plan- 
cers have not succeeded in sheep is because 
they have fed them but little and gave them 
no attention. During the summer season I 
keep them in the pastures and they require 
no extra food. During the winter they are 
comfortabiy housed and well fed.”’ 

: ‘Ce believe fine sheep are more profita- 
ble ?”’ 

“Why, certainly. Those fifty head of na- 
tive ewes | began with would not yield more 
than o pound anda half of wool. The wool, 
teo, was of an inferior quality. The improv- 
ed bucks—cottswold, southdown and merino 
—Which I have, brought up the standard. 
They shear now from five and a half to seven 
pounds each. This wool is worth thirty cents 
per pound, which yields per head an average 
of $1.80. Sheep is one of the best invest- 
ments I haye.”’ 

‘‘{he manure from sheep is very valuable?”’ 

“Very. In France and Germany, where 
pasturage is scarce, sheep are driven many 
miles to the mountains for grazing. In stop- 
ping at the furm-houses the owners of the 
sheep are paid by the farmers to let the sheep. 
be turned on their tields. The droppings 
from fifteen hundred head of sheepin one 
night will permanently enrich a large acreage. 
The manure is richer than that from any 
animal,”’ 

‘You believe that our farmers should pay 
much attention to the raising of sheep?”’ 

“Ido. They will find it profitable in more 
senses thanone. ‘The value of the wool is one 
consideration; the value of their droppings is 
another. Take into consideration that a 
farmer has fresh meat always at his hand, and 
the value of this little animal becomes incal- 
culable.”’ 

Mr. Warner has a herd of partial and half- 
blooded Jerseys, all of which were raised on 
his Greene county farm. As a matter of 
course the catile have proved agsource of reve- 
nue to Mr. Warner. 

DIVERSIFIED INTERESTS. 

‘Everything,’ said Mr. Warner, as we rose 
to go, after we thanked him for his cordial 
hospitality, andthe ideas we had gleaned 
from him, ‘“‘Everythingabouta farm should 
be utilized. Each branch should be made to 
yield a profitand bean adjunctto the far. 
mers inierests. This is oniy attained by di- 
verstied farming. A man who makes a 
specialty of any one crop is atthe mercy of 
that specialty. J raise oats and barley and 
cottou. I feed my stock well, and they pay 
me doubly. Their value as animals is one 
price, and the manure they furnish is another 
price. I feedthem oats and hay, and keep 
them fat. They labor for me, and that is one 
value; they furnish me with a manure which 
enriches my land, and that is another value. 
The object of every farmer should be to utilize 
everything hecan. Lacrease the .alue of land; 
bring up the standard of stock, and more of 
it. Hach adjunct makes a complete system 
and you are at the mercy of no particular 
branch, All the adjuncts can scarcely fail at 
one time. Your grain crop is small and you 
have made up your loss in additional stock; 
your cotton is ruined but your land has in- 
creased in value from the cultivation received.

NEW HAMPSHIRE POLITICS. 

The republican caucus of the legislature 
met last week and resolved to elect two United 
States senators, one to fill the term that began 
on the fourth day of last March, and the oth- 
erto fill the term beginning March 4, 1885, 
Mr. Rollins was nominated for the former 
term, and Mr. Blair for the latter or long 
term. These two men desire to be their own 
successors, and the ring they -have 
formed includes Mr. William E. Chandler 
and all the other machine politicians of the 
State. 

It is very difficult to understand upon what 
‘the ring bases its hopes of putting Mr. Blair 
through at this time. True, the next legis- 
lature will not meet until June. 1885, orabout 
three month’s after Mr. Blair’s present term 
has expired; but the law of the United States 
declares that the term must be filled by the 
legislature chosen next before the 
ending thereof. The next legislature will be 
chosen in November, 1884, and the senatorial 
term expiresin March,1885. If the machine re- 
publicans succeed in re-electing Mr. Blair,con- 
trary to all precedents in the state and to the 
federal law, their choice will have to con- 
front a similar case that arose in Georgia. 
The reconstruction legislature of 1870 ordered 
a new legislature to be chosen in December, 
1870, but provided that that itshould not meet 
until the fallof 1871. It then proceeded to elect 
Foster Blodgett senator to fill the term begin- 
ning March 4, 1871. The new legislature, 
chosen in December, 1870, met in the fall of 
1871, and elected Thomas M. Norwood, and a 
republican senate gave him the seat, and the 
election of Foster Blodgett became a nullity. If 
this precedent is followed—in fact, if the plain 
letter of the law is adhered to, the election at 
the present time of a successor of Mr. Blair 
wiil be disregarded as irregular and illegal. 

The New Hampshire republicans are by no 
means harmonious, and there are strong in- 
dications of a boit. The machine has ruled 
the state with a strong hand, and the people 
have become restive under the affliction. 
Although there are 208 republicans in the 
legislature, only 130 attended the caucus 
Mr. Rollins received 98 votes and Mr. 
Biair 74. . It requires 178 votes to elect: 
Mr. Rollins may squeeze through, but 
itis not probable that Mr. Blair will, and if 
he does, he will do well to get another and 
better certificate when the next legislature 
meets. 

Phe trouble arises from the fact that New 
Hampshire persists in electing her law-makers 
in the fall, and convening them in the follow- 
ing summer, when the roads are not impassa- 
bic On account of snow. As long as she holds 
June sessions she must be content to get 
along with one senator for about three months 
at the end of each term. 


LITTLE BILLY’S BONFIRES. 

We printed the other day the letter written 
by Star-route Dorsey to Genera] John A. Mar- 
tin, who succeeds him as secretary of the re- 
publican national committee, in response to 
a demand for the records of the party sup 
posed to be in the hands of the secretary.

WESTERN LARD. 

As the lard investigation proceeds in Chi- 
cago the public begin to find out what kind 
of stuff they have been eating. If the lard 
manufacturers had been content to stuff the 
tierces and buckets with stearine and cotton 
oil, and even with kaolin, no 

health would have been 
greatly injured by consuming the 
product, but. it seems they have other 
methods that are not so healthy or near so 
nice. Toshow just what kiud of stuff they 
have been in the habrt of sending out, we let. 
a home correspondent of the Chicago Tribune 
explain how the lard trade is conducted in 
that city. He says in the way of illustration: 

A country merchant writes to Bfor the price on 
three car-loads of lard (this isa recent case) of va 
rious sized small packages, ranging from four- 
pound tin pails to twenty-pound buck ts’ B sends 
quotation 1}4 cents above the price of prime steam 
lard, The i cents overcharge isto pay the extra 
cost of package and extra _— labor. 
The same merchant writes to C, who 
quotes %4 cent above, al% to D, who is 4 
cent above, and to F. who is 4 cent below. You 
will see at a glance that there is something wrong, 
as it costs nearly all the 14% cents to pay. for the 
smaller package aud labor. You may ask the ques- 
tion, ‘How can F sell the lard 4% cent below the 
price of prime steam lard?’’ I will figureit out for 
you. B takes the lard, and putsit in small packages 
ata small profit Cputsin 80 per cent of prime 
steam lard, 10 per cent of stearine, and 10 per cent 
of cotton seed vilin the same kind of package. D 
puts in 70 per cent of primes'eam lard, 10 per cent 
of stearine. 10 per cent of tallow, aud 10 per cent 
of cotton seed oil. F’s family lard consists of 
something like this: 40 per cent of fisher’s stock, 
40 percentof prime steam lard, 10 per cent of 
stearine, and luv per cent of cotton seed vil Now, for 
the informatin of the public, 1 will define the term 
‘‘fisher’s stock.’’ Itis the product cf hcgs that die 
i. transit of disease or otherwise aloug the various 
lines of railway leading to Chicago. They are taken 
out of the cars at stopping points along the line and 
sold at a nomilial price to rendering establishments. 
The hog goes into the tank whole,bristles, hide and 
ali—so much for the fisher’s stock—nice stuff to 
make piecrustof. Now I will give you a point on 
Missouri dirt, or Canada clay as the refiners choose 
to callit,andits uses. It doesnot come from Can- 
ada or Missouri, butis. a pigment imported from 
Denmark, and is used with aikalis to bleach such 
stuff as fisher’s stock. Other chemicals are also used 
to kill bud smells, ete. 

The evidence submitted to the board of 
trade is strong enough at least for those who 
have weak stomachs,and it finds corroberation 
from various other sources. For example the 
great decline in the price of lard last Satur- 
day affected the price of cotton-seed oil in 
Memphis to the extent of fifteen cents a gal. 
lon. 

The worst feature of this dirty business 
consists in the fact that an honest packer is 
an impossibility in the trade asit isat present 
conducted. A man who has scruples against 
throwing the whole hog that came to his 
hands dead, into the kettle, cannot compete 
with those who have no such scrupies. And 
the public takes at good prices the stuff that 
consists of dead grease, clay, stearine and 
cotton-seed oil, in preference to a 
clean and pure vegetable 
made at home! This is in- 
deed the strongest feature connected with the 
trade in the south—that consumers in the 
south prefer ‘‘fisher’s stock’”’ to an honest oil 
that answers every purpose, that is cheaper 


and that is free of deceased matter.

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THE CIVIL RIGHTS BILL. 

The reconstruction measures of the repub- 
lican party and the acts supplementary 
thereto justly excited the indignant opposi- 
tion of the southern people—and yet it was 
the intention rather than the results of these 
measures that excited indignation. Time has 
shown that they are practicaily harmless. 
Since the war, the federal courts have been 
busily engaged in stripping them of their ma- 
liciousness and in declaring them to be prac- 
tical nullities. 

The civil rights bill, for instance, which 
created such a storm of indignation at the 
south is a practical nullity, and a recent de- 
cision of the United States district court in 
Texas declares, in effect, that it is unconsti- 
tutional. The act declares that all per- 
sons within the jurisdiction of 
the United States shall be en- 
titted to the full and equal enjoyment 
of the accommodations, advantages, facilities 
and privileges of inns, public conveyances on 
land or water, theatres and other places of 
public amusements, subject only to the con- 
ditions and limitations established by law and 
applicable alike to the citizens of every race 
and color, regardless of any previous condi- 
tion of servitude. The district and circuit 
courts bave exclusive jurisdiction of cases 
arising under that law. 

The case in Texas grew out of the complaint 
of a negro woman who was refused admission 
tothe ladies’ car ofa railroad train. The 
judge hulds that the civil rights act isan in- 
fringement upon the rights of the states, and 
is therefore unconstitutional. He holds, 
also, that the state tribunals alone have jaris- 
diction of such offenses. 

The spirit of the jadge’s  de- 
cision is to the effect that the 
statue in order to be valid must find direct 
support in the federal constitution. The con- 
gress may pass a law to prevent the states 
from abridging the rights, privileges and im-. 
munities of citizens,but the states themselves 
must deal with violations of the civil rights 
bill or the fourteeth amendment, the supreme 
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court having held that the first section of the 
latter act refers to the action of the states and 
does not apply to the actions of individuals.

General Stone expects to be in Florida in about 
two weeks, when the work of surveying the actual 
route will be begun. His assistant, Mr. A. F. Hilil, 
is now in the fleld finishing the preliminary survey. 

It is expec.ed that the most difficult obstacle the 
company will have to surmount will be the secur- 
ing of terminion the Atlantic and gulf coasts, but 
the engineers nave already been offered the choice 
of tWo suitable points on the Atlantic and two on 
the gulf side of the peninsula, either one of which, 
it is thought, will be available for the purpose. 

General Stone thinks he will be able to make his 
final report within the next six weeks, 

Arrangements have been made to secure two 
powerfui dredges, already builtin Philadelphia for 
ihe Panama sbip canal and costing $800,000 each, 
which will be put in operation as soon as the work 
is commenced. Each of these dredges can do the 
work of 5,000 men. 

Upon the data, made up from the turveys already 
made by the goverpment with a view of buildivg a 
lock canal, itis estimated that the present ship 
canal can be completed within two years after it is 
commenced. 

Offers have been made by both English and 
American syndicates 19 take hold of the company’s 
bonds whenever issued, 

Mr. Jones continued by sayiug that the character

Fiorida ship cana! is ot least twice as much as that 
passing through ‘be Suez canal last year, so that 
half the tonnage that would pass through the Flori- 
da ship canal would pay as much as 2344 per cent. 
But the estimated cost of tne Florida ship canal is 
only between twenty-fiveand thirty millions. From 
these iacts the profit on the enterprise can be safely 
estimated as very large, remarked Mr. Jones.

In Memortam. 
Departed this life, Thursday, June 14, at her resi- 
dence in Macon, Ga., Mrs. Martha Low Fort, nee 
Fannin, after a lingering illness, in the 80th year of 
her age. 

The subject of this sketch, long a resident of Ma“ 
con, was a remarkable woman and true type of 
southern character and manuers, in the olden time 
aud palmy days of the republic. 

From an interesting family record, which might 
indeed be considered an autobiography of the de- 
ceased, the writer has been permitted io gather the 
following incidents relating to the life and career 
of this excellent lady. 

Mrs, Fott was born on the 8th of January, 1804, in 
Putnam county, Georgia, about fifteen miles from 


Eatonton, the county site. 

It is a curious fact that ber father, Joseph D. Fan- 
nin, one of the earliest settlers of Putnam, import- 
ed the first mule ever brought to the county, and al- 
so introduced the now famous bermuda grass from 
a few roots obtained in Augusta, and transported in 
his saddle bags. ; 

On October 28, 1824, Miss Fannin was united in 
marriesge with Dr. Tomlinson Fort, at Madison, 
Ga., aud resided forty years with her husband at 
Milledgeville. 

The house they occupied is still standing. and is 
now used asa parsonage by the Methodisis, It is 
located ov the coruer of Greene and Liberty street. 

vr. Fort was for many years a prominent figure 
in Georgia politics, and as the energetic eGitor of 
the Federal Union newspaper, the received organ 
of the democratic party, was a power in the state. 

Two years aiter their marriage, in 1826, her hus? 
band having been elected to the congress of the 
United States, Mrs. Fort accompanied him to Wash- 
ington. They traveled in their own carriage, as 
railroads and steamboats were then fast locked in 
the womb of time. . 

At the natioual capital Mrs. Fort at once took 
rank among the leaders of suciety, and became the 
familliar acquaintance and associate of the most 
illustrious personages of the time. 

Among her visiting friends were Edward Everett 
and wife, Henry Clay, John C. Calhouu aud Daniel 
Webster. Her description of the brilliant eyes and 
the noble bearing of the great Carol na senator is 
wortby of mention. 

The subject of this sketch graphically describes 
the icauguration of President Audrew Jacksou and 
his grand appearance on horseback iu the long pro- 
cession which marched up Pennsylvania avenue. 

Returning from Washington to Georgia after the 
adjournmeut of congress, again was the jouruey ac- 
complished by private conveyance and slow slages, 
with necessary intervalsof rest. Six weeks were 
passed upon the road ere they beheld the turrets of 
tne old capitol and were again domiciled in their 
Mil edgeville home. 

Wher Georgia seceded and the whole country 
was ablaze with enthusiasm, true to the memory of 
her loved husband who had deceased iu 1859, and 
was ever known as the cousistent enemy of nullifi- 
cation and a staunch friend of the union,she refused 
10 illuminate her dweiling, forecasung the deluge 
of bloed in the future and the inevitable catastru- 
phe which had its consummation at Appomattox 
Courthouse. 

Like the lamented stephens, however, and many 
ether patriots, when the die was cast and the state 
severed by itsown act from the federal union, she 
threw her whole soul in the confederate struggle 
and diligently wrought with her own hands for the 
illy provided soldiers of the ‘‘lost cause.”’ 

Mrs. Fort sent three of her sons (all who were 
eble to bear arms) te ihe southern camps, and right 
gallantly did they everdemean themselves in the 
“thickest of the fray.’’ She, herself, was the pres- 
identof the Baldwin county ‘Relief association,’’ 
one of the first institutions of the kiud in the 
south and labored with tireless energy for the sup- 
port and comfort of our suffering braves. 

It is related that no less than i00 pairs oj sucks 
were knitted by her own hands for the barefooted 
warriors of the confederacy. 

In 1863, by the death of her daughter, Mrs. Julia 
Huguenin, of Macon, her children, five in number 
and of teuder years, were bequeathed to her, to- 
gether with the stately manion on Jefferson street, 
ihen occupied by the deceased. Mrs. Fort cheer- 
fully accepted the trust,aud removing immediately 
to his city, entered at once upon the grave respon- 
sibilities devolved upon her. How faithfully she 
performed her duty to the stricken orphans—in her 
old age virtually rearing avother young family— 


they can gratefully answer for themscives. 
Never was a woman more honored 
and beloved by her descendants 


to the third generation. At the funeral, which was 
conducted in Milledgeville by her pastor, Rev. Jo- 
seph Key, D.D., a goodly number of children, 
grandchildren and great grandchildren were pres- 
eut. Gently aud bedewed with tears did they con- 
sign the remains of their hono:ed ancestor to its 
kindred dust by the side of the husband who had 
shared with her the largest portion of the joys and 
vicissitudes of a long and eventful existence. Ever 
happy and harmonious in life, their union is now 
eternal. . 

Mrs. Fort was the devoted mother of thirteen 
children, four of whom died ininfancy. Three 
passed away in mature years, viz.: Miss Susan &, 
Fort, aged twenty-three; George W. Fort, aged forty 
and Mrs. Julia £. Huguenin, relict of Colonel E. D. 
Huguenin, who died at theage of thirty-eight. 

The survivors, six in number, occupy usefui posi- 
tions in society and their names are as follows:

Mrs. Julius L. Brown, of Atianta, Ga. 

Mrs. H. O. Milton, of Chattanooga, ‘Tenn. 

Miss Kate H. Fort, of Macon, Ga, 

Tomlinson Fort, Esq , of Chattanooga, Tenn. 

Captain John P. Fort, of this city. 

The children of Mrs. Julia E. Huguenin, who 
were reared by their grandmother, ure also well 
known in thiscommunity. Their namesare Ed- 
ward E. Huguenin, Esq., Mrs. J, Marsh Johnson, 
Miss J. Dora Huguenin, and Mrs. B. M, Tarver. 

The venerable iady of whom we write was pos- 
sessed of many sterling and salient trei s of charac- 
ter. Prominentamong these was her uuswerving 
integrity in all the relations of life. 

The open-handed hospitality of Mrs. Fort was 
proverbial. Of her, too, it has been said that no 
begger was ever turned away from herdoor. Thus 
did her years passaway to extreme old axein the 
midst of a numerous family circle, of which she 
was the central figure, beloved and revered by 
every member. 

At length the ‘“‘silver cord’’ was “‘loosed,’’ the 
‘pitcher broken at the fountain,’’ and all that was 
mortal of this noble woman lay cold in Ueath. 
But the immortal spirit has winged its flight to 
that ‘‘better land’’ where the righteous receive 
their reward and the weary are atrest. , 

Mrs. Fort was a consistent member of the Meth- 
odist church, and her funeral obsequies were ap- 
propriately celebrated iu Milledgeville, where she 
now sleeps the ‘‘sleep that knows no waking’’ by 
the side of her beloved husband. H.H

An 
ugly wound was founed on his right shoul- 
der, a piece of flesh as large asa saucer and 
several inches deep having been torn out. 
His right nostril was also torn, and a number 
of bruises about the head and neck were sus- 
tained. At once he was taken to Cook’s sta- 
ble, where proper attention was given the 
wounds received. The buggy was totally 
demolished. For nearly an hour noone 
knew to whom the turnout belonged. When 
first seen, no one was in it and it was thought 


the owner had gotten out to pay a visit 
and was not aware of the runa- 
way. Finally Mr. John Moore, 


son of Mr. W. A. Moore, came by looking for 
the runaway horse, stating that it was his and 
that he had left it standing in the alley be- 
tween the opera house and the Troy steam 
laundry.

BURGLARY TRIAL. 


Robert Ii. Harrell in Court to An wer a Charge of 
Barglary—A Mistrial.

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COL, M. BF. THORNTON IN COURT 
SWSESTERDAY AFTERNOON, 


The Post-Appeal in the Handa cf Mr. John L. Conley, 
Who is Called Upon to Anewer an Action of 
Bail Trover—the Colone! Usable to Se- 
cure the Pcs: Appesl Mali— Ere. 


Yesterday before Judge Pitchford was 
called the case of the warrant sued out by 
John L. Conley to obtain the possession of 
the property of the late Post-Appeal. Mr. 
Conley appeared as counsel for himself, while 
W. H: Hulsey and W. M. Bray represented 
Colonel Thornton. The recent history of the 
case is as follows: Last Saturday Colonel 
Thornton uhexpectedly returned to 
Atlanta from Chicago, whither he 
had gone after announcing that he had dis- 
posed of the Post-Appeal. He went to the 
office and found there a printer distributing 
type. He requested him to leave, and this 
request was complied with. Colonel Thorn- 
ton then locked up the office and walked off 
with the key. Captain Conley sued out a 
possessory warrant to obtain control of 
what he claims as his own 
property. He says that Colonel Thornton sold 
the concern to A. H. Moore, and that he, 
Conley, holds a deed from Moore. The case 
was called at 10 o’clock yesterday but was 
postponed until four. At that bour quite a 
crowd gathered at the otlice of Justice Pitch- 
for to witness what it was supposed would be 
avery interesting proceeding. They were 
disappointed, however, for the counsel of 
Colonel Thornton announced that they 
would make no fight on the possessory war- 
rant. They entered an action of bail. and 
trover to insure the safe keeping of the prop 
erty im the hands of the claimant until its 


title could be tested. 
Colonel Thornton made affidavit that the 


property was worth $10,000, and 
the court therefore required a 
bond of $20,000 from. the claimant. After

Colonel Thornton’s counsel, when ques- 
tioned as to the claims of their client, said: 

“The property has never passed out of the 
hands ot Colonel Thornton. He sold it on 
condition thatthe paper should be steadily 
gotten eut by the purchasers. They have 
n2ver publisied a single issue, and it 13 im- 


possible for them to claim it 
now with any reasonable show- 
ing. It was fortunate that Colonel 


Thornton took possession of the material. 
That act forced the case into tbe courts and 
will test the ownership of the property.

FOR COUNTERFEITING. 


Arrest of a Man Who is Supposed to be a Notorious 
Oounterfeiter. 

Thomas Gibbs, said to be a noted counter- 
feiter and who has circulated large amounts 
of counterfeit coin throughout the northern 
counties of Georgia and Alabama, and the 
supposed leader of a counterfeiting gang who 
have caused much trouble and worried Uncle 
Sam’s authorities for a long while, has at last 
been captured, and is now under a bond of 
$1,000 for his appearance at the next term of 
the United States court. Gibbs is a man of 
usual size and of ordinary appearance, but be- 
ing naturally bright, and having spent doubt- 
Jess years in getting up his counterfeit 
schemes, he has made the best counterfeit 
moulds ever known, as it is’ with 
great difficulty that the best 
of judges can detect the difference between 
the genuine coin and his counterfeit half dol- 
lars. His home isin Randolph county, Ala- 
bama, where it is said that tae moulding has 
been carried on toa large extent Haralson 
county, Georgia, seems to have been his fa- 
vorite place for distributing bis worthless 
coins, as quite a considerable amount has 
been in circulation in that county. The ad- 
joining counties have had their share, but 
have not been so completely flooded as this 
one. Gibbs was arrested in Haralson county, 
ou the charge of counterfeiting, and brought 
to Atlanta. Yesterday he was before Com- 
missioner W. C. Smith, who bound him. over 
in the sum of $1,000. The moulds, whicb are 
said to be his property and own make, have 
been found and taken in charge by the au- 
thorities. It is generally believed there are 
others in with bim, and the matter will be 
ferreted out to the fullest extent.
